NATIONAL ELECTION BILL 



Tahet Vp the B««m ttmm of Um Hooae 
While the Senato Faeeee a Hnaibev of 

Bill*— Territorial Admlealon Diaeaaeed 

By a NiuntxT of Hpnators. 

Washi.notun, June 27.— The house 
}-eHtor(Iny pHssed the following bills:

Del'.itf \\;ts then begun mi the Na- 
ti<iiiiil (■'•■(■til 11 liill. 

Mr. L. ugf f^aid the subject war* grave, 
and (lt;umuJe:l ncridus and dt libwrative 
treatini ?it. II- hid ud iwrsoiialities or 
retii (■ i'>'.)-' to iii!;ke. l)ut de.sirt'd to treat 
thf -tini 'li-imssionatcly. The pro- 
pose. i i!x;i;mled the lawH rogaruiug 
the elc lion of members so that they 
would i>e effeotive throuijliout the 
United Slates wlienever the j>eople 
wanted them ao extended. He said that 
no local machinery was to be dlHturbed, 
and that >allotM were to \m) c«8t as at 
present, and no secret ballot Hy.-item was 
to be interftired with where it now pre- 
vailed. Everything that concerned the 
government whoulu l)e open. Under 
the terms of the bill, coucealmeut be- 
came iiiipos-sible without a resort to 
violence, and violence itself wad pub- 
licity. The (Kjwer of cougres-s to enact 
Bucii legislation was conclusive. The 
act s which it was jiroposevl to extend 
ha-, liecn c.illed into existence by the 
gigantic Irauds in the dty of New Tork 
prior to l»70 and ISTl. 

In conclusion Mr. Lodge -aid: "Let 
ns do our duty to every American citi- 
zen, rich or p<xir, black or white, weak 
or strong, and we can safely abide by 
the result. Let us secure to i-very man 
the lil)erty and freedom which is the 
comerstone of American lilH-rty. 

Mr. Hemphill, of South Carolina, 
ma<le an argument to prove the bill 
unconstitutional, reading from legisla- 
tive declarations by New York, Ohio 
and New Jersev, ajjainst congressional 
usurpation of the right to conduct elec- 
tions. 'I'he bill, he -aid, wjis sectional 
becau.-ie i; jiruvided that home portions 
of the United Stated .slKjuld be under the 
stipervisioiis of two to five sujiervisors, 
accovdiiig to the resijective sire of con- 
gi-e..^io)ial and judicial districts. Again 
he thought tbe provision for putting the 
law into efteet V]r patMoii, was soc- 

tioiial. 

^!r. Rowell, of niinois, haid the bill 
wa<j only an enlargement of a law upon 
the statute books since 1871. It was the 
oonvietion that every man's ballot 
connted one at the polls that made this 
a governm.-nt of people. He thought 
' there wns no question of power of con 
gress to enact this law or of the necessi- 
ty of using th;it power. 

Mr. Breckinridge and Mr. Rowell had 
a dispitte over the circumstances of the 
former's election durinif which Mr. Mc 
Rae, of Arkansae, admitted that armed 
men rude about the polling places in 
that state in Powell Clayton^s time, but 
said there bad been better times since. 

Mr. Lehbacb, of New Jersey, opposed 
the bill on the ground that, while frauds 
occurred iu many districts it would be 
wiser to let the people of the several 
states regulate their own elections. He 
thought the law if enacted should be 
oniformly applicable and not dependent 
upon the jietitii>n of any number of citi- 
zens. 

Mr. Tucker, of Virgisia, oppoaed tbe 
bill on conatitotloiial groands. Under 
it, he said, the sopemsora were to de- 
termine the aualincations of voters — a 
right reserved to the states. He said 
congress should take charge of uleotions 
absolutely or leave them entirely to the 
stat'.'s. 'file (jnly way to correct fraud 
wa> h\ an euljfthtened pablic sentiment 
whicli would frown it down. 

The bouse, at ^>-:2^. adjourned.

WAHHi.\(ni)N, June 27.— The resolu- 
tion offered Wednesday by Mr. Cullom 
in the senate, directing the secretary of 
the senate to prepare a table showinj! 
the number of bili^ intro.iu. ed by each 
senator and the number of them ixissed, 
was ta!; ' i iiii, and on motion of Mr. Ed- 
mund.- : . .t .)u the table. 

Tii<- Itouse bill for the admission of 
Wyoming as a state was taken up and 
Mr, Jones, of Arkansas, addressed the 
senate. He declured himself in favor of 
the adinist-kon if Wyoming and all the 
other t«'rnioi ioH except Utan, when they 
had sutllrieiit population and snJBcient 
wealth t«) justify their assumption of 
state governments. But he was unwill- 
ing to see Wyoming admitted in the 
way now proposed; and he proceeded to 
state tbe reasoru whv, in his opinion, 
the passage of the pending bill would be 
exceedingly unwise. In conclusion Mr. 
Jones declared himself in favor of an 
enabling act for all the territories ez> 
cept Utah, and of admitting them as 
states after they had complied with the 
provisions ( >f the aot, and ne moved as a 
substitute i 111 the pending bill one for 
such an etKiMiiig act. 

Mr. Flatt replving to an inertion hjr 
Mr. Jones that the reason for excluding 

New Mexico from admission as a state 
wtts that it was exiM-cted it would send 
two Democrats to the senate, denied 
that lie had bw-ii actuated by any suoh 
idea. Ue said that on tbe contrary, 
leading Republicans of New Mexico had 
been urging its admiosion, and bad been 
assuring hka that it woold MUdtwo 
BmrnbUbaiM to.tlta itaata. 
Sr. auwvt NBlM to Mr. JonM« and 



said that it would be time enough to 
act in tbe oases of New Masioo and 
Ariiona when thsf woald oooM taldN 

the senate. 

Mr. Reagan opposed the bill, alleging, 
among hiii reasons for doing so, the pro- 
vision for woman's suffrage contained 
in the Wyoming constitutipn. At the 
close of Mr. Reagan's speech it was 
fotiiid to Ih- imi>osMible to get a voting 
quorum, ami an understanding wati 
reacheil that ttie vote on the bill and 
amendments would begin at 4 o'clock 

to-d.'!y.

BOILER EXPLOSION. 

Five Men Klllfil and a Numlti-r Merlsntly 

Injured. 

AsHLKY, Mich., June 27.— Gardiner's 
stave mill at North Star wa.s wrecked 
yesterday afternoon by a boiler explo- 
sion. Four men were killed outright 
and a fifth injtired so badly'that bahbs 
since died, while a number ut others 
were seriously hurt

The mill at once took fire and it was 
only l>y the (preatest efforts that the 
bodies of the killed and wounded were 
take.i from the wrec k.

DcAperado Killed byi 
and m Faad Saded. 

MtoDLESBOBouoB, Kj., Jtme Wt.— 
Harve Tamer, leader of one faction in 
the Turner-Sowers feud, which has 
raged for years in eastern Kentucky, 
was killed Tuesday night by John 
Raines, a boy of 17. Txirner Wiis shot 
down as he entered a c^<nuitry grocery 
store on Yellow creek. 

The first shot missed him, but as he 
turne<l with his rifle cockeil, two bullets 
from a Winche.ster pierced his btnly. 
The trouble that led to the killing is 
supjiotied to be the murder of R.'iine's 
brother three years ago, Harve Turner 
being accu.sed of waylaying and killing 
him. 

Turner is an uncle of .John Crook 
Turner, who was killed oiw milowest of 
here about ten day.s ago by his cousin, 
WiUiaiu Turner. The killing, it is 
thought, will end tiie feud that has ex- 
isted between the Turner and Other 
familiob for the l<Mt eight years.

At noon 
yesterday I'aymaster Atkinson, of the 
Wynn coke works, wa.s seated aloiit- in 
the conipuny's oftice counting the money 
to pay the conipanyV einpli)ye.s. At- 
kinson had just phiced tiie money, |1,2()0, 
in euveloiHi i, when .<uddenly a masked 
man covered him witli a revolver and 
ordered liiiii to ilirow up hi> bands. 
Atkin.-oJi lau out of the utht e and gave 
an alarm, i'lie robber seized the money 
and fled, A i)arty gave cha>e The 
robber tiirne<l and fired several shots at 
his pursuers. The yard boss hit the 
thief with a stone, causing him to drop 
his hat and part of riie money. He was 
recognized as I'en y Uoiialdson, a former 
employe of the company. A sheriff's 
posse is 111 M arch ol the thief. The 
Wynn works are owned by the H. C. 
Friek Coke company. 

Twii lii>y« Killed by a Train. 

Whkeli.nu, W, Vs., June 37.— Yester- 
day a passenger train on the Ohio Kiver 
railroad struck and instantly killed two 
boys named May. aged 5 and 7 ye irs. 
This boys were sitting on the tr.tc . na a 
high stone culvert near (ialli,.,...s, u. 
They seemed perfectly oblivions ui .neir 
danger. The engineer ma<le a frantic 
effort to stop, but could not do so. The 
driving rod crushed their skulls, k&ock- 
ing them into tbe ravine below.

QlenFali^, N. Y., Jime 87.— The 
passenger train to Lake Gleorge was 
wrecked at Glen lake, iive miles north 
of here, yesterday. Thrse oars were 
thrown into tl^e lake, including one 
passenger coach and one smoker.

BUT NO ONS 9AS ENTERED. 



Air Tnkt'n Krniii the IHIne and KxHnilned 
Hut tli« Kfsult Kept Secret— Fate ol 
the Batomked Ktaws WiU loeM Be 
Known. 

DuNBAn, P.i., June 27.— The tension 
here i^ absolutely painful. Tilt- iK^ojile 
are witlioiit ho|H' of flndingtheir friends 
ami ( miHMiles sHve but they are firm in 
the l>elief that Iwfore many hours the 
undertakers awaiting near by will have 
been olaoed in charge of tbe twenty*nine 
lead bodies. 

The oflBoers of th(^ Dimbar FurnacM? 
company and the mine insjuvtors arc 
now making every effort to avoid an- 
other di.-'U;-.ter when the dividing wall is 
broken through. It is probable that In- 
spector Keighley will take charg^ at the 
supreme mouient. lie will have with 
him but one man. The other men on 
the shaft will be sent, back a safe dis- 
tance and remain until the air in the 
Hill Farm mine has i)eeii testetl atid pro- 
nounced .safe for them to enter. There 
will l)e little delay after these pi ecau- 
tions have been taken, and the work of 
rescue will be prompt. 

At i o'clock this morning another 
shift of men was taken into tne mines. 
Those who came out say they are Mnth- 
in a few feet of the burning mine. They 
will soon be in the Hill Farm mine, but 
it will require at leaat three booni to 
test the air. 

For two days men have been cutting 
a tunnel from the Ferguson mine to the 
Hill Farm mine from another direction 
than those at work in the Mahoning 
mine. Their intentions have been kept 
very quiet, as their plan was very dan- 
gerous. At 10 o'clock last night they 
reached within two feet of the Hill Form 
mine and were stopped by tbe authori- 
ties. Testing machines were ta'neii into 
the tunnel, a drill was forc- d througn 
into the mine, a bug of air from tbe mil 
Farm mine was taken out for testing. 
Tbe hole was then plugged. 

The result of the examinations of the 
gas taken from the Hill Farm mine was 
not made public. The w<;rk was 
stopped, however, and no further effort 
at rescue will )}e mode from that di- 
rection. It is said on reliable authority 
no dangernuB substanoes were hi tbe an 
tested.

New York. June 27.— While CTiicago 
is getting retdy for the world's fair in 
commemoration of and the Ital 

ians of New York have started a move- 
ment for the erection of a moument to 
Columbus, Stmin seems to regard with 
pftculiar indifference evei'ything relating 
to the great Qenoese navigator. Senoi 
Jose Martiuea, a wine merchant of 
Madrid, said to a |7ew York 9tar r*j 
porter: 

"Tbenreparationafor oalebirating the 
discovery of America are exciting much 
more interest among the Italians than 
among the Spaniards. But few relics 
of Oolumbus are oheriahed in Spain. 
Even the old booae in YaUadolid in 
which the old navintor lived during 
the last years of bk ffle, after hie release 
from prison, is tailing down from neg 
lect. It is used as a oow itable. 

"A large notice polnti it oat to the 
straogwr as the honie of Columbus, and 
thousands visit it wvaiy year only to 
turn away in diagnst at tbe avaricious- 
ness of tlie owner in pnMlngthe place to 
such a use, and the Indifferanoe of the 
Spanish government in allowing it. 
The Spanish papers are taking the mat- 
ter up and protesting vi^roasly against 
further nei^ect as a disgrace to the gov- 
ernment and to Spain. Unless some- 
thing is done soon, the Italians promise 
to purchase the house through private 
subscriptions/^

The Ktrlke on the IlUnoU OeatMl SUU

CmoAOO, Janefl7.— Tbe eonferenoe be- 
tween the officials of the lUinois Central 
railway and the strikers con^mittee, 
lasted tmtil 6 o'clock yeeterday afternoon . 
The final answw of the company was to 
theeffectthut they would not be justified 
in removing .Mr. Russell from Iiis posi- 
tion. 

The committee of fhe strikers rci^rted 
at once at their headcpiarters anil yester- 
day i'\ i.iiir.g a big iiiietiiig of strikers 
was held and iieaily lOo weie in attend- 
ance. The iiiei'ting was !i<'cret and its 
imi)()rt and resnltH could only be gleaned 
from the statemetits secured after its 
close. Frmii the stifet tii'iiueiit and 
hearty Hiiplanse could l>e In aid and it 
was evident lliat the report i-f the l oiu- 
liiittee and the ^|iee<-hes iiiadt.' wen- iip- 
I)roved.

Noras Dame, Ind., June 27.— Th« 
radical dedaratlqns of Bishop Spalding, 
of Peoria, speaking to the faculty and 
students of Notre Dame university on 
the ixisitiiiii of women, hiu* created a 
Hensatioii lu re nnioiig Catholics.
